4.—Among the rare exhibits in the Exposition's continuous live stock show 


are these long tailed Japanese chickens, which are bred especially for the em- 
peror of Japan and whose valuation runs to as high as $2,000 for a single bird. 
These chickens are housed in glass, this precaution being necessary to preserve 
the fine quality and sheen of their wonderful feathers. 


5.—On the loft in this view cf the Avenue of Palms is the stupendous Tower 


of Jewels, 435 feet high, or as high as the average thirty-fv« story building.

OS the subject of "Some t'spelar 
Legal Superstitions" Case and Com­ 
ment gays that there are many mlscon- 
eeptbma of legal doctrines, nsnally 
tenactooaly held and sometimes rashly 
acted upon to the client's undoing, 
some af which are so grotesquely dis­ 
torted thai it is difficult to trace them 
to their origin.

3.—The great triumphal arch, the Arch of the Rising Sun, surmounted by a 


symbolical sculptured group, "The 
Nations of the East." The howdah upon the 


elephant rises 186 feet above the f'oors of the Court of the Universe. 


4.—Among the rare exhibits in the Exposition's continuous live stock show 


are these long tailed Japanese chickens, which are bred especially for the em- 
peror of Japan and whose valuation runs to as high as $2,000 for a single bird.

5.—On the loft in this view cf the Avenue of Palms is the stupendous Tower
